underneath her outstretched hands. 
T he saloon keeper was terror strick­ 
en. 
Astonished he ilod from tho room. 
After hor pray er was ended she 
arose and iinding she was unable to 
identify the boy returned home, and 
finding the mother both succeeded in 
rescuing him from this terrible place.

An electric light carbon, which

becotnes incandescent at 3,500 degrees 
abov e zoro, can bo m a l e to burn in 
liq uid air, wnich is 312 degress below 
zero.

May b e Seen . 


The wonders of that famou s night 
when “ de stars fell,” as old negroes 
still relate down sou th, may possibly 
be repeated du ring the latter part of 
nex t week . For Nov . 13 to Nov . lfi was 
th e time the g r e a t shower of Leonid 
meteors was ex pected to taife place 
two y ears ago Theshower was not then 
seen. 
Bu t the astronomers ex plained 
th a t the celestial train had merely lost 
time and would certainly arriv e last 
y ear. 
Again th e shootiog stare shot not, 
and a g a in the u nlearned pu blic was 
told to hold his breath ju st twelv e 
m onths longer. 
Bu t it Is by no means 
c e rta la n tbat the men of science hav e 
solid gro u nd for their predictions, it is 
barely possible that a great display 
may occu r this y ear between midnight 
and day light from Nov . 13 to 10 bu t the 
g re a t display s are a thing of the past 
and it is p ro ba ble that only scattering 
m em bers of th e shower will appear 
W h e th e r it is worth while to watch for 
them or not m u st be determined by 
e tc h indiv idu al. 
The Leonids, concerning which so 
mu ch has been said and written abou t 
this time du ring the past fou r or fiv e 
y ears, and which were ex pected to ap­ 
pear in great nu mbers last Nov ember 
and the preceding one, « but appeared 
only in v ery moderate nu mbers, is the 
most remark able of the tru e meteoric 
showers, the orbits of which cross that 
of th e earth this month. On Nov . 13, 
1-133, between midnight and morning, 
m eteors, or shooting stars, appeared in 
enormou s nu mbers 
In this cou ntry , 
which made a brilliant display in the 
heav ens and cau sed many people to be­ 
liev e th a t the end of the world had ar­ 
riv ed.
